J0co Engli;k Proteftants was ip great want of Amunition, and that the Lord Mus. 
kery(the Chieſe Rebell)ithall his Forces, intended within 5 or 6 dayes to ſer upon 
the !aid Town, to take it and to putall the Engliſh tothe Sword, ſuchis the rage 
malice ang hatred of thoſe Rebels unſt them chat they would not ſpare wan wo- 
man nor. hild, But by the good proviJence of Almighty God,we arived in the yery 
ricKoftime to the great joy and comfort of the Engliſh, and to the terror of the 
Rebells, preventing them from their intendeddefſigne. | 
The Lord Forbes loſt no tim? in the exerciſing of his mev,and the 1yof [n] with 
#00 Land and Seamen cocragiouſly marched towards Bandon for the reliefe of it, 
and other Caſtles thereabouts who were blockt up by the Rebells. 

The inh-bitants of Bandon upon light of the reliefe came unto them from the

not doit our of ignorance, but through knowledge, and it 18 well if not out of 
malice alſo, And in all this God is moſt juſt, for he may puniſh (in wheree« 
ver he finds it, whether it be in ſmall or great. 

But to come to our own times, in which hath bin manifeſted the ſevere in- 
dignation of God againſt ſuch courſes. Two examples of which we havehad 
in the City of Oxford, in which, as ina Looking glaſle wee may behold the 
moſt remarkable and fearful indignation of Gods levere countenance _—_ 
ſuch perſons as have 2 handtin a thing ſo highly diſpleafing to his Majethae as 
thar is, namely the perſecution of them who are the favourites of the God of 
heaven, whar ever man cftcery of theta. The firſt example that I ſhal give you
